administration to the patient of up to 1,000 units of a botulinum toxin type A per 
patient treatment session until the patient experiences loss of clinical response 
to the administered botulinum toxin type A, as determined by a failure of the 
administered botulinum toxin type A to achieve a marked reduction of or to 
substantially alleviate a symptom of the dystonia new omuscu l ar diserder-or 
c ond itio n , and thereafter administering to the patient at least about 80 units of a 
botulinum toxin type B to thereby again achieve a marked reduction or a 
substantial alleviation of a symptom of the dystonia ncuromuscu l ar d is p fder-or

3 (currently amended) A method of treating cervical dystonia in a patient, 
the method comprising intramuscular or subcutaneous administration to a patient 
with dystonia of up to 1 ,000 units of a botulinum toxin type A per patient 
treatment session until the patient experiences loss of clinical response to the 
administered botulinum toxin type A, as determined by a failure of the 
administered botulinum toxin type A to achieve a marked reduction of a symptom 
of the cervical dystonia, and thereafter administering to the patient at least about 
80 units of a botulinum toxin type B.
